The Democrats relieved therfselves of the 
danger of the House franchise billa being 
forced out of the committee by passing the 
milder franchise provisions in the House re- 
vised bill. Republicans construed the pass- 
age of this bill to mean that they had 
been thrown, and that the St. Louis elec- 
tion bill is to be passed. 


Senator Schweickardt engineered the deal 
which led the Republicans into willing obe- 
dience to the Democrats only to be cast 
off at the end, If the Republicans had not 
followed his lead they might have aheo- 
lutely dictated legislation. 


The Republicans seem to have been cor- 
rect in their conclusion, until immediately 
after the Senate passed the franchise bill, 
a telegram signed by Harry B. Hawes, 
President, and O. P. Mallard, Secretary of 
the Jefferson Club, was read. It declared 
that the Jefferson Club protested against 
the delay in the passage of the St. Louis 
election bill and expected every Democrat 
to vote for the bill. 


“I move that order No. 1 be placed on 
record,’’ said Senator Schweickardt, sar- 
castically, “In order that everybody may 
know what we do and why we do it.” 

The telegram angered a number of Demo- 
cratic Senators. They took it as an at- 
tempt to dictate, and declared that they 
would vote against the election bil.

WORK IN PHILIPPINES. 


Raising Fnds for Spreading the Gospel 
in the East. 
Minneapolis, May 19.—The Board of For- 
eign Missions, in their report, said: 
“The transfer of tha Philippine Islands 


to the United States opened a new field for 
Christian missions. The board had pre- 
pared for this event by a conference with 
other missionary agencies, that there might 

no wasteful competition in the new 
flakis, and by offering to receive any con- 
tributions which might be made for a mis- 
sion. Nearly $10,000 has been received for 
this purpose and two misstonaries sent to 
Man Other missionames will soon be 
sent. The spectal funds so generously pro- 
vided has enabled the board to take up this 
work without interfering with the support 
of older misstons. 

“The day of missions is dawning, not 
waning. 

“The general ferment in China led to 
such an@®@opennese to the pel as has 
never been known there ae the baptisms 
in our missions were 1418 as compared with 
88 the previous year. The vastest empire 
of the earth is shaking and moving at 
last. In Korea, the results of missions has 
been even more manifest. The members 
received number 1153 and more than 3000 
catechumens have been enrolled. In the 
Pyeng Yang field alone the people have 
Built during the year 44 churches. Yet this 
mission was not established until 18%, and 
five years ago the total church member- 
ship was 141; to-day it is 2079. In Korea, 
as in China, Christianit is exerting a 
mighty influence on social life and politi- 
cal institutions as well,which has already 
issued in a royal proclamation of relig- 
fous liberty.

MET WITH SNEERS AND JEERS. 


EUMILIATING SPECTACLE IN THE 
LOWER HOUSE. 


The Passage of the Railway Trust Bill. 
Gave Startling Proof of the 
Power of the Lobby Over 
Legislation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 19.—With 
laughs and jeers the Missouri House. of 
Representatives heard the solemn declara- 
tion by one of its members that he had 
been offered $100 to vote for the street rail- 
way monopoly bill, and then went merrily 
on to the passage of the measure. 

The ecene accompanying the passage of 
this bill was a fitting climax to this ses- 
sion of the Legislature, But to serious- 
minded persons it brought a shock, They 
were shocked to learn that the tone of 
the House was so low that it could answer 
a charge of bribery with jibes and coarse 


jokes. 
Rev. Mr. Jenkins, the member from Jas- 


r County, who made the charge, was lit- 
cently driven from the floor by ridicule, and 
when Matt Hall tried to bring the House 
to a sense of decency, they laughed at 
him algo. It must not be inferred that all 
the members indulged in. this hideous hi- 
larity. There were dozens of men who 
wished they had never put foot inside the 
House and who wished to hisle their heads 
in the presence of Missouri’s shame. 

The laughter came from the friends of 
the measure. Mr. Jenkins had charged 
that he had been offered $100 if he would 
vote for their bill. They could not. deny 
the charge and they shrewdly adopted the 
next baat method of destroying the effect 
of the accusation, and that was to laugh 


and jeer, 

Judge Henry 8. Priest realized the 
gravity of the charge, ‘however, and con- 
sidered it of sufficient importance to make 
it necessary that he clear his own skirts 
of any connection with the alleged bribe- 
offerer. He commissioned Matt Hall, an 
opponent of the bill, to say to the House 
that he had no connection with the man, 
Frank Lamb, whom Jenkins said had offer- 
ed the bribe; that Lamb has solicited em- 
loyment under him against the bill and 
ad been refused. 

But, however surprising it may be to 
the constituents of the members of the 
House that laughter followed a charge of 
attempted bribery, it is not surprising ~ 
those who are acquainted wiuh this leg: 
lature. It ie all of a piece with the coar 
jokes that have been handed about amo! 
members since the session opened, abo 
the lobby and its work. It has been tt 
standing source of amusement. 

All this low regard for the integrity 0 
the average legislator found expression i 
the jeers which greeted Rev. Mr. Jenkins 
and later in the scoffing that greeted the 
statement by Delzell that he conld men- 
tion many more cases of the same kind.

Fate of the Wineroom Bill in the 
Senate. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 19.—The 
Davisson wineroom bill is dead. It was 
killed in a very peculiar manner in the Sen- 
ate late yesterday afternoon. The House 

amended it by striking out the word 
“disreputable,’"which Senator Schweickard® 
had induced the Senate to put in, descrip- 
tive of the kind of winerooms prohibited. 
A conference committee report to both 
houses recommending that the House do 
not recede from its amendment. This re- 
port was adopted by the Senate by a vote of 
18 to 14. Before the bill could be put upon 
its passage, Senator Lyons, who had voted 
for the report, left the chamber. This re- 
duced the vote for the bill below a consti- 
tutional majority. A mOtion was made to 
reconsider the vote by which the conference 
been adopted. This was 
defeated. This left the . 0bill 
ing inthe air. Davisson made the point 
that it was not necessary to put the bill 
upon its passage again, that it had been 
qaese once, and the adoption of the con- 
erence ‘ee by a constitutional majority 
erfected it. Senator Haynes supported 

im. The President pro tem, ruled against, 
him. The bill was put upon its passage, 
and its friends, at nator Davisson’s re- 
quest, refused to vote, hoping thereby to 
revent the defeat of the measure by mak- 
ng the point that no quorum was present. 
They were compelled to vote, however, and 
the bill fatled to pass. 

hen the Senate convened this morning 
Senator Davisson offered a resolution re- 
citing the circumstances of the alleged 
passage of his wineroom bill and providing 
that the bill having been duly passed it 
be enrolled, signed by the officers of the 
two houses and sent to the Governor for 
his approval. Senator Morton argued that 
the resolution was out of order. resident 
Pro Tem. McClintic sustained the point of 
order. Senator Davisson immediately con- 
sulted J. R. Edwards, a local attorney, and 
declares he will institute mandamus pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court against the 
President we tem., McClintic, and Secre- 
tary Roach. He says he has all the tem- 
perance people of the State behind him 
and is determined to make a test of the 
case. This is the first time that such a 
proceeding has been resorted to.

“The contest was between Mr. Bates and 
John 8S. Bratton. The coaches left the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria at 2:15 p. m. By the condi- 
tions of the race both men were to drive 
their own teams and there were to be not 
less than six persons in the vehicle. The 
route was up Fifth avenue, through the 
park and up Seventh avenue to 154th street, 
and then to Eighth avenue. 

“Mr. Bates and Mr. Bratton are about 
the same size and on the top of a coach it 
was almost an impossibility to tell one 
from .the other. Mr. Bratton, in turning 
out at 154th street, struck an “L’’ road 
pillar. One of the horses went down and 
the others followed. Bates was a block 
and a half behind at the time. Nobody was 
hurt, but the mishap put Bratton out of 
the competition. 

“The time made by Bates was 32 min- 
utes. This is said to be the record.”

_ TRAGEDY IN A CABANNE HOME. 


ROBERT W. STRATFORD REFUSED 
TO DEPART WHEN TOLD. 


i His Employer Leveled a Revolver et 
Him and When He Madea Threat- 
ening Movement Sent a Bullet 
Through Him. 


David I. Field of 5345 Vernon avenue shot 
and killed Robert W. Stratford, his negro 
servant, in his home at 5 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon. The negro died within five min- 

‘utes after he was hit. Mr. Field says he 
shot in self-defense. 

Mr. Field declares 

‘who had been 


that Stratford, 
employed about his 
place for a month, remained away last 
Wednesday night. Thursday afternoon he 


telephoned that he was coming over to set- 
tle. He arrived and entered a _ hallway 
through a door on the ‘west side of the 
house. Field met him, scolded him, and 
discharged him. The negro was surly, and 
would not leave when ordered away. Field 
secured a revolver in his sitting room, lev- 
eled it at the negro and again told him to 
leave. The negro, acording to Field, put 
his hand to his hip-pocket and started to- 
wards him. Then Field fired. Strattord 
staggered out to the porch with a wound 
in his breast, cried ‘‘murder!” once and fell 
unconscious. 

A messenger summoned Dr. F. E. 
Rohan from Vernon and Belt avenues, and 
he arrived in a few minutes, examined the 
wound, which was just over the heart, and 
pronounced it fatal. He asked who did the 
shooting, and Field, who had joined him, 
said he did. Just then the negro died. 

Field said to the doctor that he regretted 
deeply having to kill the negro, but that 
he feared for his own life when he shot. 
He bade his wife goodby and started for 
the police station with the doctor, but met 
Sergeant Boland and Patrolman McWay 
two blocks from the house and surrendered. 
He was taken to the mounted police station 
in Forest Park, and the negro’s body was 
removed to the ‘Morgue. 

Later, after consulting a lawyer, Field 
Gave this acount of the shooting: 

“I started to leave the negro and go up- 
(etairs, and Startford started towards ihe 
.door to the porch. Before he reached it, 
however, he turned, put» his hand in his 
hip- ocket, drew back his arm and said: 
'** "You'll not get off so easy.’ 

“As he made the remark, I fired. I 
Started to give myself up but the officers 
met me before I could do so. I had no wish 
to kill the man, but thought he intended 
ceilings me, and I fired for self protection.”

Stratford's pockets. In one they found a 
large stone, while on the porch were two 
others which, from their positions, looked 
as if Stratford had dropped them from his 
hands.

4E BUYS AND SELLS PLANTS. 


WOULD LIKE TO FILTER THE 
WATER OF ST. LOUIS. 


But He Hasn’t Been a Citizen Iwo 
Years—His Home Has Been 
in Sedalia and Ne- 
vada, Mo. 


John B. Quigley, who wants to be Water 
Commissioner of St. Louis, and whom 
Mayor Ziegenhein wants to be Water Com- 
missioner of St. Louis, is a candid man. 

He wants to be Water Commissioner, he 
Says, because it - would give him valuable 
prestige in his business. He proposes to 
put in a filter plant for St. Louis because 
it would be worth $100,000 to him. He is out 
for profit, he don’t care who knows it and 
he is proud of it. 

John B. Quigley is called a promoter. A 
promoter in the common understanding, is 
a person who “‘plugs along’ somebody else’s 
interests for a consideration. John B. 
Quigley is a promoter for John B. Quigley. 
He sometimes fills engagements on the side, 


but he does not allow them to interfere 
with his engagements with John 
Quigley. 

Mr. Quigley wants to be Water Commis- 
sioner because it would be a good thing 
for 'Mr. Quigley’s business, and he frankly 
Says so. 

Mr. Quigley, says -he is a citizen of St. 
Louis, althouwSh he acknowledged that he 
has conducted the waterworks at Sedalia 
since 1888, moved his family there in 1892, 
that they are still there, that he sold the 
waterworks last summer and that he has 
ee most of his time since at Nevada. 

e 6ays he has been a citizen of St. Louis 
two years, because he has spent at least 
four months each year in St. Louis. 

Mr. Quigley was seen Thursday afternoon 
at the office of the Blackwelder-Holbrook 
Realty Co., 107 North Eighth street, and 
asked what he wanted to say in reply to the 
criticism being made of his appointment. 
He said: 

“I did not introduce that filter bill in the 
House of Delegates. I have been agent at 
different times for a number of filter com- 
panies. One of them, I don’t remember 
which, had a bill introduced. The company 
wired me from Chicago to go up and make 
a talk to the City Hall people. I wert 
before a committee of the House of Dele- 
gates and made them a talk. I told them 
the water could be filtered and the Jeweil 
filter—yes, it was the Jewell filter, I remem- 
ber now—would do the work. That was 
all. I made a talk and they paid me for it, 

aid me what the work was worth, but I 

ad no stock in the company. 

‘‘My business is to build water, electric 
light and gas plants, finance them and sell 
them. I have been doing that for 2 years. 
I go to a town, get a franchise, build the 
works, bond them, run them for a while 
and then find somebody to buy them at a 

rice which will give me a good profit. 

metimes I come across a plant which is 
run down, buy it, improve it and sell it 
again. 

“T have never built but one plant on con- 
tract. That was at Belleville, Ill. I don’t 
like to do work by contract. It “doesn't 
pay 80 well. 

“T built the waterworks plant at Sedalia 
and kept it until Jast summer. Then I 
sold it and got a franchise for a street 
railway system and electric light plant at 
Nevada. I have spent most of my time 
since last summer at Nevada. 

“IT began building the waterworks plant 
at Sedalia in 1888. In 1892 I removed my 
family to Sedalia. They are atill there, but 
they are living in rented property. I have 
sold nearly all of my property there. For 
two years and a half I have been looking 
for a house to buy in St. Louis, but I have 
not been able to find one that just suited 
me. 

“IT registered in Sedalia and voted there 
two or three times, but I did not consider 
it my home. The last two or three years, 
I think, I have registered in St. Louis, I 
am not sure. I am not much of a politi- 
cian, you know. 

“IT live now at the Laclede Hotel. Be- 
fore going there I lived at the Planters’ 
and at Hotel Beers. Last year I registered 
from the Laclede. I don’t remember where 
I registered from before that. 

“For two years I have had an office here, 
I needed a headquarters where my mail 
a be delivered when I was out of 
own. 

“During that time St. Louis has been my 
home, I have spent here, counting all the 
days together, I suppose, at least four 
months in each year; maybe five. 

“TIT got a little unenviable notoriety in con- 
nection with the capital removal scheme. 
That was this way. The people of Seda- 
lia had been trying for that a long time 
and making no progress. bought up a 
lot of: land and went into the thing. I 
figured that if the capital was moved to 
Sedalia I would be able to sell the land 
for a lot more than it cost me. I went to 
Jefferson City and got a resolution author- 
izing the submission of the proposition to 
the voters through both houses of the Leg- 
islature. TI got it through quick, too. Well, 
after a while I didn’t approve of the way 
some of the people were conducting things 
and I pulled out, Did I lose anything on 
the land? Certainly not. 

“IT don’t care much about the job of 
Water Commissioner. I can make more 
on the outside. 

But there’s this about the job, it 
would give me a lot of prestige in my 
business. D’you see? 

“If I am confirmed I will see to it that St. 
Louis water is filtered. I will make ar- 
rangements to let the contract at once. 
There are lot of good filter companies. 
The lowest bidder will get it. After it’s 
built the city can buy it if it wants to. 

“IT am satisfled that the plant can be 
built for a good deal less than Mr. Hol- 
man estimates. I think it can be built for 
a million and a half. If I was to get a 
filtering plant installed in St. Louis

“There's nothing in ‘the talk about a 
corporation wanting to get possession of 
the Waterworks. I don't represent any 
such corporation. I wouldn't do it because 
private ownership of the Waterworks of 
a city as large as St. Louis is not prac- 
ticable.

RIVAL SANITARIUM ESTAB- 
LISHED A PRECEDENT. 


The Case of Dr. Mayfield Will Cause 
Some Warm Discussion When tha 
St. Louis Medical Society 
Takes Hold of It. 


Dr. W. H, Mayfield sent to the Post- 
Dispatch the following signed statement in 
regard to the action of the Missouri State 
Medical Association in refusing to admit 
him as a delegate to the Sedalia meeting: 


I think too much of my relations to’the State 
Medical Society to place any criticisms on the 
actions of same. ‘Their right and the right 
of the Committee on Pthics to reject creden- 
tials of a member in good standing of the 
St. Louis Medical Sovciety is a question I 
am not prepared to pass upon. The charges 
are based on small things and were born of 
wejudice and professional jealousy. They were 
ened on, first, an advertisement that was 

‘placed in the Central’ Baptist about the sit- 
ting of the Baptist General Association of the 

State, which we felt compelled to make to 

offset the same Kind of an ad. of the Missourl 

Baptist Sanitarium. The other was based on 

the report of a cage of gunshot wound, an 

operation of which was performed on little 

Herbert Duncan of Marion, Ill., the ball hav- 

ing passed through his brain, from the fore- 

bead to the back part of the head, and in 
which case we trephined, found and removed 
the ball. The boy recovered and the papers 
of their own acord published an account of it. 

There «was also presented a volunteer write-up 

of the Mayfield Sanitarium in the Word and 

Wavy of Kansas City, by Dr. Maynard, one of 

the editors of the paper. This was afterward 

used by the Ladies’ Aid Society of the Sanl- 
tarium in their souvenir. It will be remem-

to capture my patients. Not a few strong 
men agreed with me that I had a right to 
protect myself and practice. Their advertise- 
ments are well known to the readers of the 
Central Baptist and several other papers and 
the advertisements of the Marfleld Sanita- 
rium cautiously stand out te correct impres- 
sions that were calculated to lead our friends 
from us. The whole thing is a ‘‘tempest in a 
are and yet may become a cyclone and 
will take, perhaps, years to adjust it. It does 

not, however, affect my membership in the 
State Medical Society, other than the last day 
and a half of the session, as a delegate of the 
St. Louis Medical Society, of which latter so- 
clety I am a member in mw eye havin 
received, last Saturday night, of its Presiden 
and Secretary, a certificate to the State Med- 
ical Society to that effect. My liberality and 
firm stan with eneral practitioners has 
caused meé no little op tion. The rapid 
progress of the Mayfield Sanitarium has engen- 
dered no little professional jealously with its 
rivals.

SECRETARY ALGER SAYS NO OR- 
DER WAS COUNTERMANDED. 


PRESIDENT’S ORDERS OBEYED. 


If Cuban Generals Hold Out the Dis- 
armament Plan They May Be. 
Ignored.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—It is the sheer- 
est nonsense, said Secretary Alger to-day, 
in commenting upon the published story 
that the President or himself had counter- 
manded any order made by Gen. Brooke 
relative to the disarmament of the Cuban 
troops. 

The President canvassed very thoroughly 
wth Secretary Alger and Gen. Brooke the 
best method of securing the disbandment 
of the Cuban troops and their r¢-entry into 
industrial life. It was decided that neces- 
sary steps toward this end was the surren- 
der of the arms held by the Cuban soldiers; 
It was apprehended, that retaining their 
arms, some, if not # large portion, inclined 
by their past ‘predatory existence, would 
lapse into brigandage. So the President 
himself ordered Gen. Brooke to cause the 
arms of the Cuban soldiers to be delivered 
up to representatives of the United States 


army. 

With these instructions Gen. Brooke has 
been patiently striving to carry out the 
President’s plan. (He has arrived at that 
point where the Cuban leaders, as a matter 
of sentiment, they say, make ft a condition 
of disarmament that the arms shall be 

laced in the custody of the mayors of the 

‘uban towns. Realizing that to assent — 
such conditions would be contrary fo U e 
President’s instructions,. Gen. Brooke has 
telagraphed to Secretary Alger the facts in 
the ease, and asked for a decision. bh 

The Secretary has communicated with the 
President and asked for instructions, for 
he feels that he is not authorized to amend 
or revoke an order originally omanalns 
directly from the President. That is t * 
state of the case at present. ‘The Presi- 
dent has not yet notified the War Depart- 
ment of his intentions. 

It is said at the War Department that 
should the Cuban leaders refuse to accept 
Gen. Brooke's proffer, whether it is con- 
ditioned upon the surrender of arms to the 
United States Army officers, or to Cuban 
Mayors, that will terminate the efforts of 
the Governor-General to come to a satis- 
factory arrangement with these leaders. 
For, thereupon, Gen. Brooke will proceed 
to address himself direetly to the Cuban 

rivate soldiers, He will have this agents— 

Jnited States Army officers—pay off ev- 
ery bona fide Cuban soldier who is willing 
to comply with the conditions laid down 
by him, and this will be done without fur- 
ther reference to any of the malcontent 
8 who have so long retarded gettle- 

en 


HOT SPRINGS, Va., May 19.—Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin arrived here to-day, bearing some 
documents upon which the desires the Pres- 
ident’s action. It is understood that they 
refer to the situation in Cuba; regarding 
the plan for the payment and disarmament 
of the Cuban troops. 

A question has been submitted by Gen. 
Brooke as to whether or not the arms 
should be turned over to the Mayors ot 
towns or to United States officers. Gen. 
Corbin was with the President only for a 
few minutes, before the entire Presidential 
party started off for a drive. Gen, Corbin 
probably will return to Washington on the 
special which leaves ‘here at 10:30 o’clock 
to-night. ,

Michael Flood disappeared from his home 
in North St. Louls about April 1 with $150 
in his pockets. 

In none of these disappearance cases has 
there been a strong motive for willful 
Separation from family and friends except 
in the Callaway case. Callaway was traced 
to Cairo, lil., but he had no business there 
and might have been decoyed out of St. 
Louis. The motive for voluntary absence 
in Callaway’s case was domestic difficulty. 

Callaway left his boarding place at 2651 
Pine «treet to wo down town and investi- 
gate saloons that were for sale. In the 
afternoon of the day on which he left home 
he took a train for Cairo. He arrived at 
Cairo and that was the end of him as far 
as St. Louis knows. 

In all the other cases there can he no 
good reason assigned for the prolonged ab- 
gence from home.

He lived in a cottugre in the western part 
of Bellefontaine Cemetery, with his wife 
and children. He was 49 years old and past 
the age of frivolty.
